SECURITY GUARD ATTACKER 

LOCKED UP FOR NINE YEARS 

MAN STOLE MONEY AFTER VICIOUS INCIDENT WITH BASEBALL BAT 

A 32-year-old man from 
Northampton who attacked a 
security guard with a baseball 
bat and stole £25,000, has 
been jailed for nine years. 

Jamie Threadgold, from 
Windsor Crescent, North¬ 
ampton, was found guilty at 
Northampton Crown Court 
last week of robbery and pos¬ 
sessing a bladed weapon in 
public. 

Following a three-day tri¬ 
al, the judge sentenced him to 
nine years in prison for the of¬ 
fence of robbery and two years 
for possessing a weapon, to be 
served concurrently. He had 
previously pleaded guilty to 
concealing/converting crim¬ 
inal property, for which he 
received two years and nine 
months, and possessing 
criminal property, for which 
he received two years and nine 
months. The sentences are al¬ 
so to be served concurrent to 
the robbery sentence. 

Ben Ukaegbu, aged 32, from 
Windyridge, Northampton, 


assisted Threadgold in try¬ 
ing to launder the money. He 
pleaded guilty to concealing/ 
converting criminal prop¬ 
erty and possessing criminal 
property. He was sentenced 
to two years and nine months 
for each charge, to be served 
concurrently. 

A spokesman for North¬ 
amptonshire Police said: 
“Threadgold carried out the 
violent cash-in-transit rob¬ 
bery in Weedon Road, North¬ 
ampton, on June 18,2013. 

“The security guard was at¬ 
tacked with a baseball bat out¬ 
side Barclays Bank and a cash 
box containing £25,000 was 
taken from him. 

Det Insp Louise Fleckney, 
from the Criminal Investiga¬ 
tion Department, said: “The 
sentences these offenders 
have received reflect the seri¬ 
ousness of their crimes. 

“The public should be re¬ 
assured that their ability to 
cause harm has been brought 
to an end by their prison sen¬ 
tences.”

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Traders back plans 
for free car parking 


Traders said a free parking 
scheme for Northampton 
town centre could help 
transform its fortunes as a 
shopping destination, and 
stem the flow of people going 
to Milton Keynes. 

Free parking schemes will be 
offered every day at four car 
parks, under new budget plans 
unveiled by Northampton 
Borough Council. 

These proposals in the 2014- 
15 draft budget would enable 
motorists to park free for up 
to two hours on weekdays and 
all day on Saturday. Parking is 
already free on Sundays. 

The changes apply to the St 
John’s, St Michael’s, Mayorhold 
and the Grosvenor Centre 
multi-storey car parks. 

The council said the move 
would cost it £664,783 in lost 
charges, but would encourage 
more people to come into the 
town centre, as shown by a 
successful trial in August. 

Milton Keynes charges up to 
£1.40 an hour to park, and is 20 
miles from Northampton. 

Sue Roberts, chairman of 
Northampton BID, said: “This 
shows the town is open for 
business and we want people 
to come to us. 

“Northampton is not 
like walking into a big 
warehouse. We’ve got a 
variety of independent 



stores which give you a much 
more interesting shopping 
experience, independent cafes 
and restaurants and charming 
pubs. 

“It is a traditional town 
centre shopping experience.” 

Many traders agreed 
with this outlook. Jonathan 
Williams, managing director 
of Montague Jeffery, in St Giles 
Street, said: “I think this is a 
superb idea, to be welcomed. 
Anything which will bring 
people into the town, and bring 
footfall back to the town centre, 
is to be congratulated. 


“Lots of things are 
happening in Northampton and 
the town needs to get a positive 
message across.” 

Roy Harland, managing 
director of Watts the 
Furnishers, in Abington Street, 
said: “Politically, we’ve had 
green policies to keep cars out 
of the town centre. People have 
got out of the habit of driving to 
the shops. 

“We have got to get back to 
welcoming and encouraging 
the car customer. If footfall and 
car park figures grow, you will 
get more retailers.”

How the budget breaks down at the Guildhall 


■ The borough council’s budget 
is just over £30 million and, within 
that, the biggest investment is the 
capital investment programme of 
£13.6 million. 

This includes £3.5 million to 


demolish the Greyfriars bus 
station and £1.1 million towards the 
restoration of Delapre Abbey. 

■ The introduction of free parking 
will cost £382,435 for the first two 
hours free plan, and £282,348 for 


free Saturday parking. 

■ Staff costs are currently 
£19.5 million a year, and 
proposed changes to terms and 
conditions will save £365,000 a 
year. 


■ A business incentive scheme 
will cost £250,000 and additional 
neighbourhood wardens and 
park rangers will cost £121,750. 
Extending museum opening hours 
will cost £41,000. 


£3 million to reopon Abington Street to traffic 


A SCHEME to reopen the top of 
Abington Street to traffic will 
cost the taxpayer £3 million. 

The plans will see the 
street re-opened between 
Wellington Street and St 
Giles Terrace, and were first 
mooted in the Conservatives’ 
election manifesto in 2011. 

The ruling Tories at 
Northampton Borough 
Council confirmed their 
intention to proceed with the 
plan in September. 

And councillors approved 
the scheme at a meeting held 
last week. 

Cabinet papers said the

scheme would be funded 
by “capital receipts and 
prudential borrowing,” which 
would cost the authority up 
to £300,000 a year. It also 
said there was a risk that the 
project maybe overspent. 


The council said work 
would start in the current 
financial year, although the 
item is included in the 2014- 
15 budget. The plan has been 
met with a largely negative 
reaction on the Chron’s 
Facebookpage. 

Brian Crutchley said: “Very 
bad move - waste of £3 million. 
This will not improve the town 
centre.” 

Stephen Tyler said: “Don’t 
fix what isn’t broken. If they go 
ahead with this we are going to 
end up with people using it as 
a rat run.” 

But Glen Cousner said: 


“People moan because the 
town centre is dying. Then, 
when the council open up 
the street to encourage more 
trade, they moan again. ” 

One-way traffic movement 
will be allowed from the 
junction of St Giles Terrace 
and Dychurch Lane, north 
along St Giles Terrace, west 
along Abington Street and 
north along Wellington Street. 

There will also be public 
realm improvement works 
in Lower Mounts, Wellington 
Street and St Giles Terrace. 
The Francis Crick sculpture 
will also be relocated.

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No student parking at 
university’s new site 


The 8,000 students who use 
Northampton’s new town cen¬ 
tre university campus will not 
be able to park on the site, it 
has been revealed 
Plans to move the University 


of Northampton to the site of 
the town’s former power sta¬ 
tion, off Bedford Road, were 
first revealed in April last year. 

The £330 million develop¬ 
ment would feature new uni¬ 
versity buildings spread over a 


development of 430,000 sq ft, 
as well as a range of new shops, 
a hotel and sports facilities. 

But the vast maj ority of the 
8,165 students who use the site 
will not be able to park there 
as the university’s 760 parking 
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Factfile 


■ Plans for the new University 
of Northampton campus in 
Bedford Road would include 
430,000 sq ft of university space 
withafurther161,000sqftof 
expansion space. 

■ There would also be 376,000 sq 
ft of commercial space and 38,000 
sq ft of retail space. 

■ There would also be up to 1,500 
beds of student accommodation 
and a150 room hotel. 

■ Parking would include 760 
spaces for the university and 1,100 
for commercial use. 

■ It is expected that a total of 
8,165 students would be based at 
the campus, which is due to open 
in September 2018 following the 
closure of the Park and Avenue 
campuses.

spaces will be set aside for 650 
staff, 70 visitors, 25 disabled 
students and 15 halls of resi¬ 
dence spaces. 

A university spokesman 
said it was hoped the town 
centre location of the new de¬ 
velopment meant students 
would use public transport. 

She said: “Within the high¬ 
er education sector, it’s not 
uncommon for universities 
located in town and city cen¬ 
tres not to have student park¬ 
ing provision. 

“There will be no parking 
for students, except for those 
with disabilities, and this will 


be clarified to students in ad¬ 
vertising and in the universi¬ 
ty’s prospectus. 

“Prospective students will 
therefore be aware they will 
not be able to park on campus 
before they join the universi¬ 
ty and will be aware that they 
are joining a university with¬ 
in easy reach of the town cen¬ 
tre, its facilities and transport 
connections.” 

The university’s current 
Park and Avenue campuses, 
which would both close as 
part of the Nunn Mills scheme, 
have a total of 1,622 parking 
spaces. 


But experts from North¬ 
ampton Borough Council 
agreed that not as many would 
be needed at Bedford Road. 

Documents due to be seen 
by the council’s planning com¬ 
mittee this week said: “Staff 
and students who currently 
drive in the absence of a con¬ 
venient bus service between 
their home and the university, 
will be far more likely to use a 
bus that stops in the town cen¬ 
tre and walk to the new site.” 

Apart from the university, 
the new site would have 1,100 
parking spaces for business 
and leisure uses.

The NHS in Northamptonshire 
has been placed in financial 
special measures after failing 
to save as much money as 
expected. 

NHS Nene was expected to 
save £40 million this financial 
year, but it predicts it will miss 
its target by £8.6m. 

It means an overseeing 
body, NHS England, can 
come in and examine finances 
with the ultimate sanction of 
sacking the bosses in charge 
if the black hole does not 
reduce. 

Darin Seiger, chairman of 
NHS Nene, said: “We’ve never 
been in this situation before. 

“This health economy 
has been bailed out for many 
years. 

“There’s no money down 
the back of the sofa this time.” 

NHS England is examining 
NHS Nene’s plans and will 
decide which of the three 
interventions it will take. 

Dr Seiger said: “There

are three levels of financial 
recovery. The first is 
monitoring, the second is a 
support team. 

“Then there’s intervention 
when the top team gets sacked, 
I get sacked. 

“A new team come in and 
they will just be accountants 
who won’t have the clinical 


leadership. To avoid 
intervention we have to say 
we have clear plans of where 
we want to get to. 

“If they don’t feel the top 
tier are able to turn around the 
organisation, they will replace 
you. So it has to work.” 

NHS Nene said it was 
likely that its plan would 
include bringing cost-saving 
schemes scheduled for next 
year forward, such as schemes 
to reorganise musculoskeletal 
services. 

It is also hoping to negotiate 
with Northampton and 
Kettering General Hospitals 
about handing them a budget 
for planned operations 
rather than paying per 
operation. 

Dr Seiger said: “We will 
cover all their staff costs 
because the last thing we 
want is for the hospitals to 
fall down. 

“We are saying ‘what are 
your true costs’ versus ‘what 
you can charge the system’.”

Marina crush man 
‘minutesfrom death’ 


A narrowboat owner was 
minutes from death when he 
was pulled from the water of a 
Northamptonshire marina by 
a passer-by. 

The man, who was in his 
fifties, apparently fell from 
the front of his boat in the 
night into waters at Gayton 
Marina. 

It was only after he had 
been in the water up to his 
neck for an hour that fellow 
boat owner, Rocky-James 
Watson, who was passing by, 
heard his shouts and dragged 
him out. 

Mr Watson, 31, from 
Standens Barn, said: “I 
grabbed him by the back of 
his pants and hauled him out. 

“His body was limp and he 
couldn’t move. 

“I picked him up on my 
shoulders and carried him 
back on his boat. 


“I think he was on the 
verge of hypothermia, The 
paramedics said 10 or 15 
minutes more and he wouldn’t 
have been around.” 

Mr Watson had only been 
there through chance as he 
was visiting a nearby boat 
and had gone to get his mobile 
phone from his car. 

Hearing the shouts he 
quickly untied the boat 
and pushed it away before 
dragging the man ashore. 

The victim had apparently 
pulled himself along the boat 
to the back and tried to haul 
himself out by the mooring 
rope but his clothes were too 
heavy with water. 

His efforts pulled the 
narrowboat towards him and 
he became trapped between 
the vessel and the jetty. 

A volunteer community 
first responder was the first 
to attend, followed by an East 


Midlands Ambulance Service 
car. 

Paramedics treated the 
man for hypothermia as well 
as a head injury, although it is 
not clear how he suffered the 
latter. 

He was then taken by the 
ambulance service for further 
treatment at Northampton 
General Hospital. 

Mr Watson said he wanted 
the accident to serve as a 
warning to boat owners about 
water safety. 

He said: “He has been a 
narrowboat owner for years 
but apparently he cannot 
swim. 

“It just goes to show 
it doesn’t matter how 
experienced you are, you can 
always get into trouble. 

“Everyone can get an 
automatically-inflating life 
jacket with whistle and light 
to keep them safe.”

A woman has spoken of her 
surprise at discovering two 
60 -year-old photographs of 
her late father performing in a 
pantomime alongside the then 
future Queen, could actually 
be prized collectibles. 

Kathryn Rogers, from 
Kingsley, has two photographs 
and signed programmes of her 
father with the young Princess 
Elizabeth taken during 
wartime pantos. 

The photographs show 
Kathryn’s father, Kenneth 
Richardson, posing alongside 
the rest of the cast in the two 
pantomime productions, 
staged in Windsor in 1943 and 

1944. 

However, closer inspection 
revealed that among the 
cast were the future Queen 
Elizabeth II and her sister, 
Princess Margaret. 

Mr Richardson, together 
with his grandfather, both 
worked in Windsor Great 
Park, the only Royal Park 
managed by The Crown 
Estate, which is connected to 
Windsor Castle. 

Kathryn said: “My father 
was later the head gardener 


at the Savill Gardens. 

“He was the head gardener 
there for about 44 years. My 
great grandfather before that 
was also a groundsman.” 

Owing to the family’s royal 
connections, Mr Richardson 
became involved in Christmas 
pantomimes staged at 
Windsor Castle in 1943 and 
1944 when he was a child. 

The pantos were 
performed in front of a private 


audience in the Castle’s 
Waterloo Chamber. 

Kathryn added: “The 
children were invited to go 
and take part and be the 
chorus line. I got the photos 
from my dad.” 

The 1943 production of 
Aladdin starred Princess 
Elizabeth in the lead role, 
with her sister performing as 
Princess Roxana. 

In 1944, the young Queen 


played Lady Christina 
Sherwood in Old Mother Red 
Riding Boots, with Margaret 
in the role as the Honourable 
Lucinda Fairfax. 

The photos were hung on 
Mr Richardson’s wall, but 
since his death three years 
ago have sat in a drawer in 
Kathryn’s house. 

She only realised their 
potential value because of the 
sale of a much larger collection 


last week. 

That collection, which 
included almost 60 
pictures, was due to be 
sold last Wednesday at an 
auction in Gloucestershire. 

She added: “We’ve just 
had them stuck in a drawer. 
We always heard the stories. I 
didn’t think about them to be 
honest.” 

Kathryn said she was now 
keen to get them valued.

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Vandals are 'damaging 
their own community’ 


The manager of a charity 
which runs three commu¬ 
nity centres in Northampton 
has condemned the repeated 
“mindless” vandalism of the 
buildings which is costing 
hundreds of pounds to repair. 

In the past year, the windows 
of both Standens Barn and 
Southfields Community 
Centre have been smashed 
and, last Friday night, a 
wooden gate belonging to 
Rectory Farm Community 
Centre was badly damaged. All 
three community centres are 
run by the charity Community 
Spaces and the money to pay 
for the repairs has to come 
from fund-raising. 

Steven Richards, general 
manager of Community 
Spaces, said the regular 
vandalism was particularly 
disappointing as it was likely 
to have been carried out by 
people who lived in the local 
community.

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Town’s new station 
starts to take shape

The structure of Northamp¬ 
ton’s new railway station is 
quickly taking shape. 

The white metal frame of the 
new building is now domi¬ 
nating the skyline around the 
station site and beginning to 
give commuters and glimpse 
of what the new building will 
look like. 

Work on the frame began 
this month following the com¬ 
pletion of the foundations. 

The new station will be 
twice the size of the current 
building with better facilities, 
including and shops, cafes. 

The vice chairman of the 
Northampton Rail Users’ 
Group, Paul Minton, said: “I 
have been on the rail users 
group for 14 years and it’s some¬ 
thing we have been campaign¬ 
ing strongly for. 

“This is something we have 
been waiting a very long time 
for and it is desperately needed. 
As a regular commuter, you be¬ 
come immune to the problems, 
but the station wasvery outdat¬ 
ed. The flow of people through 
it is not very good and there are 


bottlenecks. 

“It’s not a nice environment 
or a good welcome to North¬ 
ampton for people. 

“The building work hasn’t 
really caused much disruption 
for commuters.” 

The new footbridge will 
be lifted into place overnight 
between Christmas Eve and 
Christmas Day. The work has 


been scheduled to take place 
when the West Cost Main Line 
is closed anyway. 

The new station will be open 
by summer next year and will 
be followed by the demolition 
of the existing building. 

Longer-term plans include 
potentially increasing the 
number of car parking spaces 
on the site.

Boothroyd says Cobblers will soon be out of relegation trouble

Aidy Boothroyd is confident 
his Cobblers side will soon be 
out of relegation trouble if they 
can maintain their 'promotion 
form’. 

Town remain in the Sky Bet 
League Two relegation zone 
after their 1-1 draw at Bury on 
Saturday. 

It means they have lost 
just once in their past five 
league fixtures, with wins 
over Fleetwood and Ac¬ 
crington featuring alongside 
draws at Chesterfield and Gigg 
Lane.
